Sydney Police Fatally Hurt ‘by 
Burglars, 


Ninety-eight Suicides in One 
Week. 


Robberies and Embezziements—Five Thous- 
and Men in South Australia Call on 
the Governor—Thousands Slecp- 
ing in the Open Alr. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—(Spe- 
clal Dispatch.) Advices from Aus- 
tralia by steamer Warrimoo, via Van- 
couver, B.C., show an alarming in- 
crease in’ casualities, crimes and acute 
distrees. The police are unable to 
cope with the desperate house-breakers 
who swarm in large cities. The few 
that have been arrested give as an ex- 
cuse that tthe famine drove them to 
deeds of violence. Several policemen 
attacked by burglars in Sydney are 
dying. The survivors have been pro- 
moted and given bonuses by Sir George 
Gibbs. 


On one day last week at Sydney be- 
sides a score of petty robberies the 
City Hospital was robbed of all its 
valuables by the nurses. Mercredic 
& Drew, manufacturers, were robbed 
of $50,000 by “their employees. F. 
Coxon, a merchant, was robbed by an 
employee of a large sum. Three young 
women succeeded in passing a number 
of counterfeit checks. Charles Gra- 
ham, a postoffice clerk, embezzled $200 
from the postoffice, - 

The government's 
unemployed problem 
to solve. In Sydney, $500. each week 
is spent in aiding families. Five 
thousand mén.in Sowth Australia have 
asked the Governor-to call a. special 
session of Parliament to discuss means 
to aid them. The Governor refuse). 
Then they waitcl ‘on Premier Kings- 
ton, but the Premier would promise 
nothing. He ‘told them that though 
they were in want of food they had re- 
fused to break a yard and -a haif. of 
rock a week for rations and he could 
do no more. The men of the. delega- 
tion said they would not break rock 
for food alone. Thousands of people 
are sleeping in the open-air and sev- 
eral have starved to death. 

At Bourke Afghans and Europeans 
quarreled over a division of labor and 
a. bloody row occurred. The most 
tragic suicides out of ninety-eight in 
one week, which were directly the re- 
sult of hard times, are F. W. Wilson, 
the biscuit manufacturer of Brisbane, 
who shot himself; William O’Connor, a 
lodger in the European Hotel at Mel- 
bourne, who jumped from the fourth 
story and dashed his brains out on 
the pavement; Kate Brooks, a preit, 
English girl, who, when about starved, 
got drunk and _ killed herself with 
poison, and Joseph Bancroft, a miner 
out of work, who said gcod-by to his 
family and exploded a dynamite cart- 
ridge in his mouth. 

Albert Edgerton Wilby, a son of 
Gen. Wilby, and sergeant-at-arms of 
the South <Australlan Parliament, 
dropped dead while in the Gischarge of 
his duties. 

Bishop Lanigan is agitating for gov- 
ernment support of Roman Catholic 
separate schools in Australia.

IN HIGH PLACES. 


Sult Brought by Dr. Miquel and Chancellor 
von Caprivi for Slander. 

BERLIN, March 13.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) The joint action for slander 
brought by Dr. Miquel, Minister of 
Finance, and Chancellor von Caprivi 
against Herr Plack, a newspaper writer, 
Herr Dewald and Herr Schweinhagen 
was con‘inued in court today. As al- 
ready cabled Herr Plack and Dewald 
issued a book entitled “‘Pharisees and 


aim ig ‘that the

Hypocrites” and reproduced charges 
made by Rector Ahlwardt. Herr 
Schweinhagen denounced Dr. Miquel 


and Chancellor von Caprivi in speeches, 
declaring that Miquel had been guilty 
of a criminal transaction with the 
Roumaniin loan. Today Herr Schweir- 
hagen preferred a counter charge of 
slander against Miquel. 

Miquel, during examination today, 
seid that while he was a partner in 
the Disconte Gesellschaft he received 
1,350,000 marks and not 8,000,000 marks. 
He concluded his testimony by re- 
marking that men such’ as the pris- 
oners could not wound his honor and 
thait he brought suit on peapant of his 
official position. 


A LOST NERVE. 


it Prustrates a Projected Train Robbery in 
Texas. 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) March 13.—A 
passenger arriving on the ‘“Cannon- 
ball” this evening, from Texarkana, 
said a plan to rob the International and 
Great Northern north-bound express at 
McNeill’s Switch, Tex., at 2 o’clock this 
morning, was frustrated by one of the 
gang losing his nerve. 

The plan to rob the train has been 
brewing for a week. The officials were 
‘given the tip, and the Jrain was heav- 
ily guarded. At Austin one of the gang 
boarded the train, Intending to ask the 
conductor te stop at McNelll. As the 
train approached McNeill the conduc- 
tor signaled to slacken speed, expect- 
ing to be flagged, but the robber aboard 

discovered the officers and failed to 
give the signal to attack the train.

A FAMILY LY TRAGEDY. 


A Young German Farmer Kills His Bride of 
Pour Months. 

OMAHA, March 13.—A special from 
Ravenna, Neb., says that John Brecht, 
a young German farmer, shot his bride 
of four months and then blew out Ris 
own brains with a shotgun. His 
fourteen-year-old stepson ran to the 
house of a neighbor for help. : A party 
of neighbors proceeded to Brecht’s 
house, and, forcing an entrance, beheld 
stretched on the floor the dead body 
of Brecht with a hole as large as a 
baseball blown in his forehead. Near 
by lay Mrs. Brecht, the blood welling 
from a ragged gunshot wound just be- 
low her left ear. The worman was still 
breathing, but died without gaining 
consciousness. 

Evidently there had been a desper- 
ate struggle between Brecht and his 
wife before the shooting. After shobot- 
ing his wife he took a string and tied 
it to his foot, connecting it with 
the triggér of the shotgun and plac- 
ing his right eye to the muzzle, he 
touched the trigger with his foot. The 
cause of the trouble is not known,

According to 
the story of the passengers the escaped 
prisoner was unmolested. 
ITS PROBABLE ORIGIN. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 13.—The 
dispatch from Sydney about the bluff- 
ing of the Americal admiral by the 
captain of the Japanese man-of-war at 
Honolulu is not credited here. The 
steamer Arawa sailed from Honolulu 
for Sydney before the Australia sailed 
for San Francisco. None of the Hono- 
lulu correspondence up to March 4 
mentions the Japanese episode, and it 
was not mentioned in the files of the 
Hawaiian papers received here. 

Nearly a year ago an incident some- 
what similar to that related by the 
Arawa’s. passengers occurred at Hon- 
olulu. A Japanese criminal escaped 
and swam out to the Japanese man- 
of-war lying in the harbor. A demand 
was made by the provisional govern- 
ment for his surrender and after some 
hesitation the Japanese commander 
gave up the escaped criminal to the, 
Hawaiian officers. 

THURSTON’'S ENGAGEMBENT. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Minister 
Thurston of Hawaii declines to affirm 
or deny the report coming from San 
Francisco that he is engaged to be 
married to Miss Harriet W. Potter of 
St. Joseph, Mich. 


HAWAWAN RECIPROCITY. 


Opposition ‘in ithe Senate to Abrogation of 
the Treaty. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.— Indica- 
tions point to a spirited debate in the 
Senate over the clause in the Senate 
tariff bill inserted by the Finance 
Committee providing for the abroga- 
tion of the Hawaiian reciprocity 
treaty of 1875. The subject is already 
beginning to attract attention on both 
sides of the chamber. A number of 
Senators on the Democratic side will 
object to the clause and it is believed 
the Republicans are almost solid in 
opposition. 

Already objections are heard not only 
because the termination of the treaty 
would deprive this country of valuable 
prerogatives in the islands, but be- 
cause of the fact that the action con- 
templated would be a serious blow to 
the sugar-planters of the islands, 
whose business, it is contended, is de- 
pendent absolutely upon the maintain- 
ing of free commercial intercourse 
with the United States. The clause 
was inserted as a concession to the 
sugar interests of this countgy, whose 
friends in the Senate will exert their 
influence to have it retained. 


NO REVOLUTION. 


Election Squabv!ies in February the Only 
Disturbance in Costa Rica. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—Manuel 
M. YDeralta, Minister of Costa Rica to 
the United States, speaking of dis- 
patches purporting to give informa- 
tion about the revolution in Costa 
Rica, said: “‘No such revolution has 
occurred, unless'some electoral squab- 
bles at the end of February, which 
were promptly quelled, deserve that 
name. There is no reason whatever to 
fear civil war in Costa Rica,.”’

When the fact became known that 
Da Gama had offered to capitulate, the 
government fleet entered the harbor 
quietly.. As the vessels made their 
way up the bay, they were saluted by 
the government batteries.

The streets are crowded, and every- 
where can be heard the cry of “Viva 
Peixotto.”” For the last two days the 
streets have been packed with people, 
and all available trucks and handcarts 
have been busy carrying household 
goods out of the city, until this noon, 
when it was learned that the struggle 
was over.

BEFORE THE END ON’T. 


Perticulars Leading to an Understanding of 
the Situation. 

RIO DE SANEIRO, March 13.—(By

be spdred. The President’s reply has 
not yet been made known, Dut it is 
believed that some kind of an arrange- 
ment will be arrived at, and, as far as 
the insurgent fleet tn these waters is 
concerned, that the war is ended. 

Meantime, nothing seems to be 
Known of the whereabouts of Admiral 
de Metlo, leader of the rebellion, with 
his warships, Aquidaban and Repub- 
lica, but it is gupposed that, seeing 
the hopelessnes® of the situation at 
Rio, he has gone south, with the view 
of carrying on the fight by land. . The 
government expresses confidence in its 
ability to meet and defeat any force 
Which De Mello can muster in the 
south. It {s understood, alpo, that 
as soon as the rebels here surrender 
the government fleet will be sent south 
to attack Desterro, ‘the headquarters 
of the insurgent junta, and that the 
members of the rebel crews have been 
sounded as to whether they are will- 
ing to serve the government in such 
an expedition. It is said they are so 
disgusted with De Mello’s apparent 
desertion that many of them are ready 
to enter the government service. 

The forty-eight hours’ notice of the 
intention of the government to open 
fire on the rebels has expired, and, un- 
less terms of surrender are speedily 
arrived at, the rebels will be exposed 
to such fire that they will be com- 
pelled to surrender at discretion. All 
arrangements for the attack are com- 
pleted, and the rebeis are caught like 
rats in a trap. There are forts which 
have not yet taken part in the fight- 
ing, besides the dynamite cruiser Nith- 
eroy and the torpedo boats brought 
from Germany and the United States. 
The disheartened rebel crews are now 
said to be reduced to 600 men, while 
Peixotto’s forces number 15,000. Mer- 
chant vessels have withdrawn out of 
harm's way, and there is nothing to 
prevent a general engagement. 

DA GAMA’'S TERMS REFUSED. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The fol- 
lowing telegram has just been re- 
ceived by the State Department:

THE HARBOR ISSUE. 


The Case Against the Southern 
Pacific Strongly Put. 


A Question of Relative Distance—Shall the 
United States and the Chamber of 
Commerce Do the Grand 

Kotow Act? 


LOS ANGELES, March 13.—(To the 
Editor of The Times.) J. M. Crawley, 
freight agent of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, in The Times of 
ithe 4th inst. gives his views as to the 
proper place to locate a deep-water 
harbor on the Southern 
Coast. Mr. Crawley is in favor of 
Santa Monica for the following reasons: 

First, Santa Monica is nearer Los 
Angeles than San Pedro by seven and 
one-half miles. In order to arrive at 
this conclusion Mr. Crawley selects 
the southwest corner of the city of 
Los Angeles as a starting point and 
measures from th to both places in 
an air line. It must be admitted that 
‘this manner of measuring is ingenious; 
but inasmuch as rail Ss are not run 
on air lines it would have been fairer 
for Mr. Crawley to give the distance 
by rajl as it exists from the Arcade 
Depot, Los Angéles, to the shore end 
of the Southern Pacific wharf st *anta 
Monica, which is eighteen miles, and 
from the Arcade Depot to San Pedro Z 
twenty-two miles—a difference of 
miles, as shown by the time schedu 4 
of the Southern Pacific Company fo 
1893. Mr. Crawley says the differenct 
is seven and one-half miles. 

Second, Mr. Crawley next y is not

ard removed its business to San Pedro. 
Nor has that fearful phantom ever ap- 
peared to the company until the Ter- 
minal Railroad reached San Pedro 
some two years and entered into 
competition with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Kenitucky. It is also a 
well-known fact that the Southern Pa- 
cific lobby at. Washington was used to 
obtain appropriations each year until 
a rival railroad reached San Pedro. 

Mr. Crawley says a harbor is of no 
vse without a wharf, and that Santa 
Moenica has a wharf. Both statements 
are correct, but I presume Mr. Hunt- 
ington has ‘found out also that a wharf 
is. of nao use - without a harbor, 
that.is why he wants the government 
ta build a breakwater for him. 

When Mr. Crawley states that there 
is no wharf.at San Pedro, he is cer-

tainly straining our corfidence in his 
veracity. 

Mr. Crawley also says his company 
has spent over $1,000,000 at Santa 
Monica, and that in the present de- 
pressed condition of finances such a 
sum would not be available for similar 
work at San Pedro. The reply to this 
is, that, fortunately such work is not 
necessary at San Pedro. A clinching 
argument it is that every foot of lumber 
used in the construction of the South- 
ern Pacific wharf at Santa Monica was 
purchased of a Los Angeles lumber 
firm. Does the gentleman desire us to 
understand from this that the lumber 
could be obtained cheaper elsewhere? 
When Mr. Crawley states that the 
Southern Pacific Company owns no 
land at Santa Monica, he shows that he 
is unacquainted with the facts of the 
case. At least Mr. Huntington owns a 
large tract of land fronting on the 
shore of the proposed harbor, above 
the old Santa Monica Canyon. 

‘As to the petition of eighty-three 
merchants who signed in favor of 
Santa Monica, it would be interesting 
to know how many of them are shippers 
over the Southern Pacific lines, and 
who it was that solicited their signa- 
tures. Mr. Crawley might have gone 
further and told us the true reason why 
the Southern Pacific of Kentucky wants 
the harbor at Santa Monica, namely, 
that if the harbor is located there they 
will have a monopoly, as Huntington 
and Senator J. P. Jones of Nevada own 
three-quarters of the whole water 
frontage of the proposed harbor, while 
the other quarter belongs to Col. R. 8. 
Baker, Senator Jones’s partner. 
looks after all as though the Southern 
Pacific owns about all the approaches 
to the harber. 

It is curious to observe the apathy 
of our people over this matter, when 
we consider that the people of ‘tacoma, 
Oakland and Chicago are engaged in 
a life-and-death struggle to wrest a 
portion of their water fronts from 
railroad corporations, and when it is 
only a few weeks ago that two nom- 
inees of the President were rejected by 
the Senate because there was some 
doubt as to how they stood on the Chi- 
cago water-front question. 

Does any one think for a mo- 
ment that Mr. Huntington would 
offer to give as much as _ the 
government toward the erection 
of a breakwater at Santa Monica, un- 
less he enjoyed some peculiar advan- 
tage at that point? The position of 
Senator Jones in the earlier days of the 
republic would have been considered 
compromising, but the Nevada states- 
man evidently thinks himself justified 
in using his positicn as a United States 
Senator to build a harbor at a site sur- 
rounded by his thirty-seven-thousand- 
acre ranch. 

Now, I say, why should the people of 
the United States build a harbor for 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
of Kentucky and Senator John P. Jones 
of Nevada? 

It is also plainly visfble that the 
agents of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany are beating the brush in all direc- 
tions. For several days past they have 
been drumming up those of their 
friends who are members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in hopes that a reso- 
lution will be railroaded through that 
body at its meeting today favoring 
Santa Monica as a harbor. This fight

the shipping of Southern Cali- 
fornia has, from the time of the earliest 
Spanish settlement, been done through 
| San Pedro, the chief shipping point of 
Angeles and adjacent sections, 
sttuated twenty-two miles distant from 
this city. It consists of an inner 
“harbor, formerly shut off from the sea 
by a bar, and an open roadstead, poet 
‘tered from easterly winds by a hig : 
Tamer careful surveys, the govern- 
‘ment entered upon the work of im- 
proving the harbor. A breakwater 4 
mile and 4 half long was contructed 
and the depth of water on the bar, at 
low tide, has been increased from 
eighteen inches to fourteen feet. As 
nearly all the foreign commerce at 
igan Pedro is carried in ships of greater 
\graft ‘than eighteen feet, all such ships 
are still compelled to anchor in the 
roadstead and discharge and_ receive 
their cargoes by lighter, whieh is very 
expensive. The inner harbor, experts 
gay, is capable of being deepened to 
twenty-two feet or more at mean 
Jow tide, equivalent to a depth of from 
‘twenty-six to thirty feet at high tide, 
by a continuation of the work of jetty- 
ing and dredging. 

The Southern Pacific was 4 great 
friend of San Pedro once. It was even 
accused of getting appropriations for 
San Pedro for its own private ad- 
vantage, it having the only line of rail- 
road there—the situation being about 
the same as at Oakland. With the crea- 
tthe of Redondo and the building of the 


Santa Fe to that port, a “change came - 


o'er the spirit of its dream.” The 
coastwise freight business of Redondo, 
by steamship, has grown, at the ex- 
pense of San Pedro, until recently the 
freight landed there was greater in one 
year by nearly 1,000,000 pounds. The 
reason of this is plain. Redondo is 
north of San Pedro; steamers coming 
from San Francisco touch there first, 
‘and our merchants consequently get 
‘their goods via Redondo, half a day 
‘earlier than by way of San Pedro. Then 
‘came the Terminal Railway Company, 
which will at some early day merge 
nto amother transcontinental line. It 
built a substantial line to San Pedro 
and purchased Rattlesnake Island, 
where it has built extensive wharves. 
The Southern Pacific met with active 
competition in a territory over which 
ft had long held undisputed and very 
profitable sway, for a few years ago 
the line to San Pedro was, with one ex- 
ception. the most profitable line of rail- 
road in the United States, in proportion 
to tts length. The magnates of the 
Kentucky corporation saw that some- 
thing must be done if they were to retain 
their prestige, and they finally resolved 
upon a course which had been recom- 
mended to them several years ago by 
their then superintendent at Los An- 
geles—the construction of a harbor at 
or rather north of Santa Monica. The 
main feature in the selection of this 
Site will be seen when it is stated that 
it is the most northerly point tributary 
to Los Angeles at which a satisfactory 
harbor can be built.

It 
would be considered absurd if a man 
who wanted to plant out an acre of 
orange grove on his ranch should set 
the trees out merely with a view to 
their convenient distance the 
house, without any regard to whether 
the soil and location of that particular 
spot were adapted to the growth of 
oranges. This is about the way it is 
in regard to the harbor site, only in 
this case it is an expenditure of several 
millions of dollars and the interests of 
a large section of country which are 
at stake. What are the facts in regard 
to the engineerying branch of the ques- 
tion? 

After several previous reports favor- 
ing San Pedro as a site for a govern- 
ment deep-water harbor, a board of 
army engineers—a body against whose 
integrity even the most bitter oppo- 
nents of San Pedro daresay nothing— 
which had been appointed by the act 
of September 19, 1890, to report on a 
site for a deep-water harbor between 
Point Dume and Capistrano, again, in 
)} January, 1892, made an extensive re- 
port, again awarding the preference to 
San Pedro, and giving full reasons for 
the decision. This, it might naturally 
be supposed, would have definitely 
settled the question, but it did nothing 
of the sort. The Southern Pacific 
Company has been too long accustomed 
to get its own way irrespective of the 
wishes of the people, or of what is 
right and proper, for it to give up its 
plans in the face of such a small matter 
as a report of .government experts, 
even though that report had been pre- 
ceded by several others of a similar 
character. 

While the people of Los Angeles were 
anticipating favorable action on this 
report by Congress the Southern Pa- 
cific Company was hard at work to 
defeat any appropriation for San Pedro. 
Cc. P. Huntington wrote a letter to 
Senator Frye opposing the San Pedro 
appropriation. Senator Jones, who is 
half owner of the Santa Monica ra;'ch, 
was also hard at work. A telegram 
from William Hood, a Southern Pacific 
engineer, was filed with Senator Frye, 
contrasting the asserted dangers ind 
difficulties of San Pedro witia the ad- 
vantages of Santa Monica. The conse- 
quence of this was that when the River 
and Harbor Bill came out that year 
San Pedro received the immense sum 
of $20,000, while Humboldt received 
$200,000, Coos Bay (Or.,) $210,000, and 
Oakland $150,000. Then there was 
something of a row in camp. A mass- 
meeting of representative men was held 
atthe Chamber of Commerce, at which 
Mr. Bowers, our then Congressman, 
who hails from San Diego, and Sena- 
tor Stanford were roundly denounced, 
and strong resolutions signed by the 
Mayor, presidents of the Board of 
Trade and Chamber of Commerce, Su- 
pervisors and City Ccuncil were tele- 
graphed to Washington. Senator Fel- 
ton is believed to have done what he 
could, but he had too much to contend 
with. Shortly after the receipt of thesy 
resolutions he succeeded in inducing 
the Senate Committee on Commerce to 
increase the appropriation for the inner 
harbor at San Pedro to the full amount 
of $51,000, whith was asked for that 
portion of the work, the larger appro- 
priation being required for the outer 
harbor. At the same time provision 
was made for a board of five engineers 
to make a new examination of the 
harbors of San«Pedro and Santa Mon- 
ica. 4 

In December, 1892, the latest report of 
the Board of Engineers was trans- 
mitted to the House and ordered 
printed. The report was thorough, 
voluminous, learned, impartial and 
able. The report said: ‘“‘The board is 
unanimously of the opinion that the 
location selected by the board of en- 
gineers of 1890, at the present anchor- 
age at the westerly side of San Pedro 
Bay, under Point Firmin, is the more 
eligible location for such harbor in 
depth, width and capacity to accom- 


sels and the commercial and naval ne- 
cessities of the country.” 

The board, after the foregoing rec- 
ommendations, decide® that San Pe- 
dro is the better harbor as re- 
gards capacity for defense, a place 
of shelter and in the matter of 
location. It recommended a break- 
water 8200 feet long, extending south- 
ward and eastward from Point Fir- 
min. It said that San Pedro Bay is 
perfectly safe in ordinary weather, be- 
ing protected from the sou est seas 
and winds by Santa Catalina Island, 
which covers forty-eight degrees of the 


west. The proposed deep-water har- 
bor as recommended by the board was 
estimated to cost $2,885,324. 

One paragraph of the engineers’ re- 
port says: “The proposed harbor 
should not be primarily a port of 
refuge but a port of commerce. The 
object is to provide a fine harbor for 
foreign trade, which will become one of 
great importance, 
trade is a matter of secondary consid- 
eration. From a national view the 
capacity of the harbor for defense is 


an indefensible commercial port is 
simply an invitation to attack in time 
of war.

harbor question. On the one hand, we 
have the several-times-repeated report 
of the board of government engineers, 
made after careful investigation, that 
San Pedro is’in all respects a better 
site for a harbor than Santa Mon- 
ica. On the other hand, we have, the 
interests of a private corporation, 
which, until the last few years, was 
an ardent admirer of San Pedro, but 
which, for,private reasogs of its own, 
has since seen fit to change its main 
basis of operations to Santa Monica, 
where it has constructed a large, ex- 
tensive and very solid wharf, that 
is a credit to’ Los Angeles county and 
to the corporation in question. In ad- 
dition to this we have the fact, re- 
ferred to a few days ago in The 
Times, that the Santa Fe Company, 
the great rival of the Southern Pa- 
cific in this quarter, will, within a few 
months, be running its trains into San 
Pedro. This explains the extra energy 
which has been put forth by the South- 
ern Pacific Company of late, for they 
are Well aware that the Santa Fe Com- 
pany has a little ‘nfluence of its own, 
which influence, when exerted on a 
side that is palpably right, will more 
than offset the waning “pull” which 
is exercised at Washington by the 
corporation of which Mr. Huntington 
is president. Of course, the Southern 
Pacific Company could not afford to 
publicly argue that it- wished the rec- 
ommendations of the government en- 
gineers to be ignored, merely because 
it has a “cinch” and a big wharf at 
Santa Monica. That would never do. 
Therefore a diligent search was made 
for arguments which might induce the 
independent people of Los Angeles to 
see this matter in the same light as 
the Southern Pacific Company. These 
arguments, or most of them, were set 
forth in the petition which Mr. Crawley 
presented to the Chamber of Com- 
merce a couple of weeks ago, and to 
consider which the directors of the 
chamber will meet today. These argu- 
ments are, in brief, that San Pedro 
is seven and a half miles further from 
Los Angeles than Santa Monica, and 
might, therefore, possibly become a 
dangerfus rival of this city; that the 
Southern Pacific nas -butlt a large 
and expensive wharf at Santa Monica, 
and that the lumber for this big wharf 
Was purchased in the city of Los An- 
geles. Whether these arguments are 
entitled to much consideration, as 
against the several official reports of 
the government engineers, we shall 
leave it for the intelligent readers 
of The Times, and espectally for the. 
directors of the Chamber of Commerce 
to determine. One thing, however, 
should be well understood. Congress 
is not jn the habit of ignoring the 
reports of government engineers for 
the purpose of pleasing a private cor- 
poration. At no time has it been 
less inclined to do so than at present, 
for, at least in the House, there ‘s quite 
a strong anti-monopoly feeling, a feel- 
ing which promises to be intensified 
in the next Congress. The arguments 
of the Southern Pacific Company may 
appear very weighty to some peop‘te 
of Los Angeles, especially to those 
who have private interests at stake 
in this matter. but we can assure our 


"readers that they will count for very 


little at Washington. It is already 
@ very hard thing to get appropria- 
tions for this section. The excuse has 
already ms that we cannot expect 
anything til we are united. We 
must, however, be united on the right 
side. Even should we unite in favor 


other hand, still be the reports of 
the government engineers, which would 
be a sufficient excuse for Congress to 
again postpone any action in the mat- 
ter. 

It must, therefore, as The Times has 
said, be evident to any unprejudiced 
person, that this is a case of “aut 
Caesar, aut nullus’’—either San Pedro 
or nothing. 

We commend these remarks to th 
careful consideration of the directors 
of the Chamber of Commerce, who meet 
today, in the assurance that they have 
the best interests of Los Angeles at 
heart, and that all that is necessary 
to prompt them to act rightly in this 
matter is for them to have a\ proper 
understanding of the facts in the case. 

Singleness of purpose and decisive 
action now. promise’ to effect some- 
thing useful; divided counsels and in- 
decision will accomplish nothing. 


END OF THE BRAZILIAN REBBLLION. 


Official dispatches sent from Rio de 
Janeiro by Mr. Thompson, the United 
States Minister, to the government ‘at 
Washington, give definite news of the 
c@lapse of the rebellion in Brazil. 

This so-called rebellion never rose 
to the dignity of the Confederate war, 
and neither in its inception nor in its 
success could it compare with that 
historic little rebellion of Texas, which 
maintained a long, energetic fight 
against the overwhelming forces of 
the Mexican central government, and, 
against great odds, achieved its inde- 
pendence. 

_ From the very start those who were 
acquainted with Brazilian affairs 
stated that there was no righteous 
cause for the rebellion. In short, the 
people took no part in the late Brazil- 
ian insurrection—it was almost purely 
a dissatisfaction in the navy and was 
based on personal pique against Presi- 
dent Peixotto. Rev. J. C. Fletcher of 
this city, who, by his eight years’. resi- 
dence and travel in Brazil, knew the 
leading civilians and military officers, 
and “was acquainted with the state of 
affairs both in the late empire and in 
the present republic—the United States 
of. Brazil—was asked a few days ago 
what would be the result of the revolt 
of the navy, and of the attempted insur- 
rection on land in Brazil. replied 
that it was only a. question of time, 
and of a.very short time, .before the 
world would: see an end.of the rebel- 
lion; “for,” continued Mr. Fletcher, ‘‘of 
the. twenty States composing the 
United States of Brazil, not one in the 
beginning manifested the least desire 
to secede, and now that the rebellion 
been in existence since last Oc- 
tober, you witness the fact that every 
State has remained loyal to the con- 
stitutional government. We have 
heard great rumors how Rio Grande 
do Sul,.the most southern State, would 
overthrow the legal State authorities, 
and, marching with troops, gathering 
‘recruits in the States of Santa Cath- 
arina and Sao Paulo, would appear be- 
fore the capital, Rio de. Janeiro, 
and, joining the land forces with 
Mello’s and Da Gama’s naval forces, 
would compel Peixotto (pronounced 
Pay-sho-to) to submit or be over- 
whelmed in the ruins of Ric de Janeiro. 
We in the United States were -‘bam- 
boozled’ by the telegrame sent from

bellion. But with the first show of 


legal authorities the whole insurrec- 
tion .collapses. The rebels had this 
one great advantage,: viz: When Ad- 
miral, Mello declared his revolt he was 
at the head of 'the fleet mm the spacious 
harbor of Rio“de Jaheim and there 
was nothing to cope with him. He hal 
the ironclads—some of them, like the 
Aquidaban, very strong vessels, built 
in Europe. But with all this advan- 
tage he never achieved any great vic- 
tory, although again and again at- 
tacking the unfortified city of Nicthe- 
rohy, the capital of the State of Rio de 
Janciro, situated on the opposite side 
of ‘the bay from the city of Rio de Ja- 
neiro, the capital of Brazil. The naval 
forces did take a few old forts which 
were badly armed with inferior can- 
non, but besides this there was noth- 
ing done that could be called a great 
achievement. 

“In the meantime President Peixotto 
kept things well in hand, collected res- 
spectable naval vessels at New York 
and proclaimed that the legal election 
fo> President should take place at the 
beginning of this month, when the 
state of siege would be raised. This 
election did come off quietly through- 
out the States from the Amazon to 
the La Plata, and tthe new President, 
Morales, a thoroughly imbued 
with republican principles, was elected 
and will succeed Peixotto. 

“The loyal fleet having arrived in the 
outer harbor last Saturday gave the 
forty-eight-hours’ notice to the in- 
surgent fleet and cleared for action. 
This was too much for the naval re- 
volters under Mello and Da Gama. 
They had no following outside of the 
rebellious fleets; they had no belliger- 
ent rights accorded to them by any na- 
tion, and as the dispatches show the 
whole rebellion went to pieces like 
the deacdén’s ‘One-Hoss Shay,’ 

went to pieces all at once, 


All at once, nothing first, . 
Just as bubbles do when they burst! 


“But the rebellion has caused most 
serious injury to the commercial and 
agricultural interests of Brazil. It will, 
however, have this effect, and that 
is, that no one will ever again en- 
deavo>. through mere pique, to injure 
the legal government. It has not once 
been a question of a republic or a 
monarchy, although at one stage Mello 
tried the cry of restoring the old mon- 
archy, but he had no following. The 
Brazilians, like their Portuguese an- 
cestors, are an orderly, law-abiding 
people, and there is no doubt of future 
great progress in the young United 
States of Brazil.”’ 

The latest phases of the collapse 
will be found reported in the Associ- 
ated Press dispatches this morning.

We are .be- 
coming too largely a nation of for- 
eigners. Our land is filling ‘up with 
those who know nothing and care less 
for gur traditions, and our history. 
They come here impregnated with Old 
World ideas, dreamers of oppression, 
haters of power. Government means 
to’ them but one form of oppression, 
and liberty means license. . rs 
What wonder that with this flood 
tide from the Old World pouring. in 
ufon us . that social | disturbances 
abound and that American’ principles 
and practices do not always. prevail! 
It is to be hoped that there is enough 
of the leaven of Americanism left to 
ultimately eradicate these evils, . but 
this. cannot be accomplished | without 
restricted immigration.

The Los Angeles Times, in connec- 
tion with several of the largest newspa- 
pers of the United States, has recently 
arranged with Mr. Frank G. @arpenter, 
its long-time special correspondent, 
for one of the most remarkable newspa- 
per expeditions on record. Mr. Carpen- 
ter has made a reputation for himself as 
the most famous traveling correspond- 
ent of the United States. About five 
years ago he spent a year in Asia on a 
great journalistic interviewing tour, 
and at that time he had interviews with 
the King of Korea, Li Hung Chang, the 
Chinese Premier, the Sultan of Johore, 
some of the rajahs of India, the Khe- 
dive of Egypt, the King of Greece and 
the Patriarch of Jerusalem. During 
this trip he stood on top of the Chinese 
Wall, climbed the Pyramids, and vis- 
ited and described the most famous 
temples of India... He made out-of-the 
way journeys into Siam and Burmah, 
and wrote graphic descriptions among 
the snows of the Himalayas and the 
lowlands of the Valley of the Nile. 

About three years ago he visitéd Mex-/ 
ico and wrote a remarkable series of 
letters from that country, comprising, 
among other things, a page interview 
with President Diaz. During the. re- 
cent famine he visited Russia, travel- 
thousands of miles through the famine 
districts and taking photographs every- 
where,’ though two American  corre- 
spondents for Harper’s.-Magazine were 
expelled from Russia just as he entered 
the country. He has been half a dozen 
times to Europe, and he has written 


letters from every part of the United 
States. 


His ‘travels within the past five years 
have covered more than 100,000 miles 
and the trip which she is about to 
start upon within a few weeks will in- 
clude 25,000 to 30,000 miles of travel, 
much of which is in the most out-of- 
the-way countries of the world. -Dur- 
ing this trip he will write from twenty- 
five to thirty letters. Considér what 
this means! He will travel 30,000 miles 
fer thirty letters—a thousand miles for 
every letter; five hundred miles for 
every column he writes. His letters 
will average about 2500 words in length 
and ‘ait this rate he will go nearly half 
a mile for every word. It is the big- 
gest newspaper assignment on record, 
and, in proportion to its extent, one of 
the most expensive. A large part of it 
will be. taken. where men and horses 
will have to take the place of ratiroads 
and steamboalts, and during some parts 
of it the expenses will have to be paid 
entirely in copper and Mr. Carpenter 
will have to have an extra mule or so 
to carry the money required for these 
journeys. 


The trip begins in. America. Strik 
ing the Canadian Pacific in Manitoba, 
Mr. Carperiter will go’ from there ‘to 
British Columbia and.will sail . from 
Vancouver over the northern route :of 
the Pacific Ocean to Japan. He will’ 
land alt Tokyo while the snow is: still 
on the ground and will spend some 
weeks at the Japanese capital. After 
sending interviews and_ special-feature 
articles from thére he will travel by 
the new railroads right through the 
heart of Japan to Kioto, He will-prob- 
ably visit Nara, where there are far 
more wonderful statues: than that: of 
the famed and much ‘published statue 
of Buddha, at Kamakura and he will 
visit the great Buddhist temple’ of 
Japan, which has just: been completed 
in the holy city of Kioto, at ‘a cost 
of $8,000,000. The Buddhists of this 
temple are the most famous in the 
world and the logs for it ‘hauled 
by cables of rope of human hair.. Two 
hundred thousand worien ‘cut ‘off their 
locks to furnish the ‘material for the

From 
here he will go about a thousand miles 
up the Yang-tse-Kiang River,. passing 
through thé most rebellious part of the 
Chinese Empire, and-.travelfig for 
hundreds of miles into the very heaft 
of China. ‘Among the . other’ cities 
which he will visit will. be the old cap- 
ital of China, Nanking, whose 'Porce- 
lain Tower was one ‘of the woridets of 
the world, and whose ancient ruins aro 
included within a wall thirty-five miles 
in circumference. - From. Chinkiang, he 
will. go to the Golden Island and the

There are 
three cities here, which join each other, 
much like New York, New Jersey and 
Brookiyn, which have a population of 
over a million. Here the Chinese are 
attempting to build raiiroads. They 
have big cotton factories, and they 
make Remington rifles equal to those 
used by our. troops. Mr. Carpenter 
hopes to have an interview with the 
famous Viceroy of Hankow, and he 
will write of the curious 
these comparatively unknown Chinege 
cities. After some stay here he ex- 
pects to push his way on about fiye 
hundred miles further to the wonderful 


is said to be finer than anything in 
the United States or Europe, ana the 
rocks of which have no counterparts 
in the world. During this trip he wiil 
pass through some of the chief opium- 
raising regions of China, and he will 
visit sections where hatred of foreign- 
ers prevails. 


Coming back to Hankow and Chin- 
kiang, Mr. Carpenter may. possibly 
cross the-country to Tientsin, or he 
may take a boat and go up along the 


on up the Peiho River, passing the 
wonderful fortificatians at Taku, and 
making a study of Chinese defenses 
there. At Tientsin he wiil write a let- 
ter from Li Hung Chang, and describe 
this wonderful city, which is the cen- 
ter of trade for North China. From 
here he will go, on horseback, across 
the country to Peking, the Chinese 
capital. He will spend some time 
here writing special-feature articies 
about the Chinese and the Manchus, 
and wi:l devote one letter to the Boy 
Emperor. After some horseback tours 
through North China and a trip over 
the only railroad in the Celestial Land, 
he will sail for Korea. ; 


Korea has been opened to the world 
only about fifteen years. Foreigners 
were not permitted to enter it and the 
Korcans of today are just about what 
the Chinese were five huridred years 
ago. In sedan chairs carried by coolfes 
Mr. Carpenter and his photographer 
will cross over the mountains from 
Chemulpo to the capital of this country. 
This is a city of 300,000 people, sur- 
rounded by a wall. Americans are now 
putting electric lights into the palace of 
the King, and there is an electric rail- 
road projected. Mr. Carpenter will tell 
something about these queer peo- 
ple; his letters concerning them will 
be illustrated by native artists and will 
be striking in the extreme. There -are 
few roads in Korea. Still. the country 
contains 12,000,000. people, and its area 
is ten times as. large as that, of Mas- 
sachusetts. It is a big peninsula, somc- 
thing like Florida-or Italy in shape. 
Mr. Carpenter expects to. push his 
way from the capital right across 
the country to~ the east coast 
by means of horses and mules. Here 
he will get a ship which will take him 
to the Island of Yesso, where the 
aborigines of Japan'live. The origin of 
these people is 1mknown. They are 
the Esaus of the East and are covered 
with hair." They worship bears, and 
it, is a part of their religion to 
keep drunk. (And yet they: are not 
native Kentuckians.) Mr. Carpenter 
will spend some time among these peo- 
ple, writing sevéral . letters - concerning

THE KNOX CASE. 


John P. Knox, accused of having 
made an attempt upon the life of ‘‘Dr.”’ 
Perkins of Moneta, was given a ride 
in the open air yesterday and after- 
wards taken to the County Jail.

Knox was Ire- 
turned to the jail as soon as he had 
given his evidence, leaving the at- 
torneys to fight out the matter. Mean- 
while the jury in the principal case re- 
mained out during the day, not being 
able to agree upon a verdict. 

HB EXPLAINED IT.

THE MARSHALSHIP. 


Speculations on the Appointment — The 

Chances Discussed. 
At the Federal building yesterday the 
main topic of discussion was the 
United States Marshalship. The ap- 
pointment of a successor to Marshal 
Gard has been looked for every day 
for several weeks, but as yet has 
failed to materialize. The friends of 
N. A. Covarrubias appear to believe 
that the delay is favorable to their 
man, and they say that his name will 
be sent to the Senate at the very first 
opportunity. His opponents, on the 
other hand, affect to believe that the 
delay is dangerous for him, and say 
that it indicates that there is strong 
opposition to Covarrubias’s appoint- 
ment in Washington, which it may be 
possible to overcome. They also affect 
to believe that, owing to the feeling 
aroused over the matter, it may go to 
some other county in the district and 
that the plum will therefore be lost to. 
the faithful in this immediate vicinity, 
as an appointee from the outside would 
be certain to bring some of his friends 
with him to the city, which is not de- 
sirable from a strictly selfish stand- 
point. 


Before the United States Commissioner. 
Julian Troconiz, the proprietor of a

HIS LAST SLEEP. 


James Bourne Ends His Life by 
Taking Laudanum. 


The Deed Committed in His Room at the 
United States Hotel—Despondency 
the Cause of the 
Act. 


James Bourne, a German about 37 
years of age, was found dead in his 
room at the United States Hotel yes- 
terday afternoon under circumstances 
which point conclusively to the fact 
that he committed suicide. 

Bourne, who has occupied room No. 
15 for some time past, retired as usual 
late Monday night, but the fact that 
he did not arise before noon occasioned 
no surprise. When the chambermaid 
visited the room some hours later ‘she 
found the key upon ‘tthe inside of the 
door and receiving no response to her 
repeated knocks became alarmed. An 
investigation being made, Bourne was 
found lying in bed in a natural atti- 
tude. From the condition of the body 
death had occurred alt least twelve 
hours earlier. Upon a chair at the bed- 
side were a flask of whisky and two 
vials, one of which was full of lauda- 
num, while the other only contained a 
few drops of the poison. These ob- 
jects and the froth which oozed from 
between the lips of the dead man only 
too plainly told the story of the cause 
of his death. ios 

The matter was not reported to the, 
Coroner until some time later, but 
that official being otherwise engaged 
notified Garrett & Samson, the’ under- 
takers to take charge of ‘the body and 
the effects of the deceased, which they 
did, and an inquest will be held at 
their rooms today. 

Among the dead man’s effects noth- 
ing was found which.would tend to 
throw any light upon the cause for 
his self-destruction, but from the fact 
thait he has been despondent for some 
days past and took a prominent part 
in the funeral of an actress who was 
buried Sunday, March 4, af Evergreen 
cemetery, it is possible tha't his despon- 
ency was occasioned by the latter 
event. 

Bourne was well known about the 
city and was generally called “The 
Count” by his friends. He was an ex- 
pert accountant and a good business 
man, but was somewhat given to 
drink which kept him from occupying 
positions which his abilities fitted him 
for.
